nocent pre}’ ; you  may  quietly  and  safely  sleep, 
for  your  Doctor  is  on  (luard  to-night. 

The  most  skillful  Piiysieian  keenly  feels  how 
difficult  it  is  to  pilot  their  loved  ones  over  the 
rough  sea  of  infancy,  childhood  and  youth, 
fraught  with  countle.ss  dangers,  seen  and  un- 
seen ; and  how  much  inon^  difficult,  for  those 
who  depend  upon  the  Phvsi<-ian.  Hero  is  yoiir 
Beacon  light  t • guide  you  s^d’cly  in  to  shore.

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A Fever,  is  not  n Disease,  but  is  merely  the 
symptom  of  :i  disc;;;' e.  It  is  simply  a warning 
voice  which  tells  you,  there  is  an  Enemy  with- 
in trying  to  take  possession.  An  Incendiary, 
searching  for  your  dear  treasure  of  Life.  When 
you  find  you  have  a Fever,  you  should  begin 
to  cast  about  you  and  see  wbat  kind  of  an  ene- 
my is  making  encroachments  upon  you,  and 
prepare  for  the  battle  : but  in  selecting  your 
wepons  for  defence  and  subjugation,  be  very 
careful  and  not  select  those  that  will  be  more 
fatal  to  you  than  the  enemy  itself.  Your  sys- 
tem is  endowed  by  Nature  with  the  wonderful 
power  to  resist  disease,  and  to  throw  it  off  when 
attacked  : and  very  freipiently  all  it  requires  is 
some  simple  remedy  to  aid  her  in  her  salutary

And  liere  also  i>iay 
be  mentioned,  that  very  many  pains  and  aches 
that  are  not  of  a ])erio  lical  nature,  may  he  re- 
lieved by  useing  the  same  remedy  That  wliich 
is  often  times  called  lliliousm'ss,  is  simply  an 
inaction  of  the  Liver  : or  the  liver  does  not  se-

The  cormuori  mime  of  this  Fever,  is  C. inker 
Rash  : and  is  very  dangerous  among  Children. 

It  is  usually  known  very  readily  by  the  in- 
tense burning  heat  of  tlie  skin  which  bec'.Mue.s 
covered  with  a line  scarlet  rod  resli,  and  the 
throat  becomes  swollen  and  cankered,  hoiiee 
the  name,  Canker  Rash.  The  greatest  danger 
usualy  originates  in  the  condition  of  the  throat. 


TREATMENT. 

Give  No.  2 Drops  : commence  with  ?>  drops  in 
water,  to  a child  1 year  old,  and  increase  the 
dose  1 drop  every  2 hours  until  the  whole  sur- 
face becomes  of  a scarlet  color.  Whon4h.is  ap- 
earance  has  been  produced,  then  give  4 or'.  5 
drops  once  in  8 or  4 hours,  and  keep  u])  the  red 
ness  for  24  hours,  then  stop  giving  the  no'di- 
cine  and  give  a mild  fihysie  of  a.  te.-ispoonful 
of  the  A B Physic  No.  2,  mixed  with  a tea- 
spoonful of  No.  20.  Ep.  Salts,  once  in  8 hmir.s 
until  it  operates  sulfieicntly.  If  the  throat  is  can 


kere  1 or  swollen  outside  or  in,  use  the  Sore 
Tiiro  it,  or  Diphtlierin  Med.  No.  27 : ^ tea- 
spoonful  every  hour,  and  bathe  the  throat  of- 
tenwith  No.  2 t Liniment,  and  keep  a flannel 
cloth  wet  in  the  same,  on  the  alFected  part. 

To  a child  older,  give  accordingly,  and  use 
great  caution  for  several  days  after  the  child 
is  apparently  well,  to  prevnt  taking  cold,  whicii 
invariably  att.icks  the  throat  and  often  proves 
fatal. 


KllYSIPELAS. 


Erysipelas  may  be  of  two  kinds  : deep  seat- 
ed or  cutaneous.  The  deep  seated  is  highly  in- 
flammatory, swelling  the  parts  aflected,  and  if 
the  inflammation  is  not  arrested,  matter  forms, 
and  the  parts  slough  out,  creating  a very  off- 
ensive sore,  and  very  dangerous.  The  cutane- 
ous. rr  Erysipelas  that  attacks  the  skin,  sim- 
ply inflames  and  spreads  until  it  has  traveled 
over  the  entire  body  unhs^  stopped.  This  kind 
is  not  so  dangerous,  but  is  very  distressing. 


TREATMENT. 

Either  kind  may  be  elfeetually  cured  l.y  tali- 


iug  No.  29  : commence  with  10  drops  for  nn 
adult,  and  increase  2 drops  every  2 hours  un- 
til it  produces  an  unpleasant  feel  nig  at  the  stom 
ach,  then  diminish  the  dose  a few  dron.s  and 
continue  it  until  the  fever,  pain,  swelling:,  or 
spreadina:.  and  inflammatorv  symptoms  all  sub 
side,  which  in  most  cases  will  be  in,  fi-om  24 
to  48  hours.  To  the  swollen  and  inflamed  kind 
apply  a cloth  wet  in  a solution  of  sugar  of  lead, 
1 oz.  to  a yjint  of  cold  water,  and  reivet  it  as 
often  as  it  becomes  warm.  When  the  disease 
is  stopped,  to  remove  the  swell’ng.  give  a tea- 
spoonful  of  the  A B Pbvsic  No.  2,  and  the 
same  of  No.  80  Cream  of  tartar  ; m’x  and  re- 
peat once  in  2 hours  until  the  bowels  move 
freely.  This  will  cleanse  the  system  also. 


'iliis  alarming  complaint  is  so  common,  and 
BO  well  knoAvn  it  needs  no  descri]itien.  No  one 
can  mistake  that  pocnliar  bind  of  erngh  and 
difficulty  of  hreathing  ; that  fearful  evrrrss- 
ion  of  anxiety  and  distress:  all  too  ] l:dnly 
demon.strating  that  the  dreaded  monster  death 
has  stolen  into  the  fold.

TREATMENT. 


Wet  a towel  in  cold  water  and  apply  to  the 
throat  and  breast,  change  often  and  at  the 
same  time  give  a|^  teaspoonful  of  No.  15  cough 
Balsam,  every  5 or  10  minutes  until  relieved 


This  terrible  scourge  may  be  generally 
known  by  the  yellowish  gray  spots,  surround- 
ed by  a red  inflamed  surfoce,  far  back  in  the 
throat  and  tonsils  : the  neck  becomes  swollen, 
and  swollowing  very  difficult  and  painful.  In 
most  cases  that  prove  fatal,  these  symptoms  are 
in  an  aggravated  form,  the  inflammation  exten- 
ding all  through  the  lining  of  the  nose,  pro- 
ducing a copious  yellow  nasal  discharg.e 


TREATMENT. 

Give  a teaspaonful  of  No.  27  Diphtheria 
Med.  every  ^ hour  or  hour  as  the  case  requires 
and  keep  a flannel  cloth  on  the  throat,  wet  in 
No.  24  Liniment : and  touch  the  sore  places  in 
the  throat,  once  or  twice  a day,  with  No.  28 
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Carbolic  Acid  : !i]»ply  it  with  a feather  or  hair 
brush.  Keep  the  bowels  quite  loose  with  equal 
parts  of  No.  2 A.  B.  Physic,  No.  30  Cream  of 
tartar,  and  No.  2(1  Epsom  Salts  : give  a tea- 
spoonful  once  in  3 hours.  The  patient  is  always 
doing  well,  when  the  yellow  spots  disappear 
and  tlie  surface  assumes  a pale  red  appearance. 

Tf  this  disease  is  in  the  neighborhood,  you 
should  examine  your  little  ones’  throats  every 
day,  whether  they  complain  or  not  ; and  if  the 
slighte  1 1 wrong  rjpeararce  is  manifest,  give 
the  Diphtheria  .Med.  No.  27  2 or  3 times  a d ay 

( J;)od  uursoing  is  always  presupposd  ; as  bath- 
ing the  patient  2 or  3 times  a day  in  soda  wa- 
ter tepid,  rubbing  dry,  foot  baths,  rooms  ven- 
tilated, and  cloanllne.^s  in  clothing,  bedding 
and  ft)od. 


Children  are  often  attacked  with  Fits,  orig- 
inating from  many  causes.  If  from  teething, 
take  a sharp  pointed  pen-knife  and  cut  down 
along  the  gum  of  the  swollen  teeth  until  you 
touch  tbem.  You  need  have  no  fears  of  doing 
mischief,  as  there  are  no  veins,  arteries,  or 
nerves  to  cut,  and  the  child  likes  it,  it  gives  it 
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relief.  Fits  often  originate  from  fever,  or  an}’ 
source  of  nervous  irritation. 

TREATMENT.  In  any  case  give  a tea- 
spoonful of  No.  15  Cough  Balsam  every  5 or 
10  minutes  until  vomiting  is  induced:  and 
bathe  all  along  the  spine  with  No.  24  Lini- 
ment: relief  will  soon  follow.  Now  investi- 
gate the  cause.  If  from  teething,  scarify  the 
gums  and  keep  the  bowels  loo.so  : if  from  fe- 
ver, give  fever  medicine  and  cure  that:  if 
from  worms,  give  the  tonic  hitters  to  tone  xrp 
and  regulate  the  stomach  and  bowels. 


Cutting  teeth  is  quite  often  attended  with 
datigerous  sym])toms  and  results.  When  the 
}troper  age  for  Dentition  arrives,  which  usu- 
ally commences  at  the  6th  or  8th  mouth  and 
continues  until  the  20th  or  30th  month,  and 
the  child  becomes  fretful,  secreting  a profu- 
sion of  saliva,  look  to  its  gums  : if  you  find 
them  badly  swollen,  scarify  them  as  before 
mentioned  in  Fits  : should  the  boxvels  be  cos- 
tive keep  them  soluble  with  the  Neutraliz- 
ing Cordial  No.  5 : should  the  bowels  be  too 
loose  as  is  quite  often  the  case,  amounting 


to  a very  prostrating  diariiioea  which  so  ex- 
hausts the  vitality  of  the  blood  and  system 
that  brain  difficulties  set  in,  an  1 Death  follows 
as  a natural  consequence  : firstly,  never  try 
to  stop  this  diarrhoea,  but  merely  keep  it  in 
check.  To  stop  it,  would  bring  on  a fever  and 
result  fatally.  To  keep  it  in  cheek,  you  can 
resort  to  many  things  : as  5 or  10  drops  after 
each  passage,  of  No.  11  Paragoric  : or  8 to  5 
drops  of  No.  10  Laudanum  : or  20  to  80  drops 
of  No.  87  Dysentery  Drops,  &c.  but  the  main 
object  shoubl  be  to  keep  up  the  chil  Is  strength 
which  can  be  done  by  taking  2 oz^.  of  No.  5 
Neutralizing  C )rJial,  and  add  to  it  40  drops 
No.  10  Laudanum,  and  a teaspoonful  of  No. 
4o  Qiiinine,  and  give  a teaspoonful  2 or  8 
times  a day.  This,  with  the  Tonic  Bitters  oc- 
casionally, may  be  all  that  is  needed. 


It  should  be  understood  that  worms  are  an 
absolute  nece.ssity  in  the  human  economy. 

The  purf)Ose  they  serve  is  to  eat  up  the  mu- 
cus when  it  is  secreted  too  abund  intly  by  the 
lining  membrane  of  the  stomach  and  bowels. 

This  mucus  becomes  excessive  when  those 
organs  becomes  weak,  and  the  more  mucus 
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there  is  secreted  the  more  worms  will  be 
bred  to  consume  it ; concecjuently  to  cure 
Worms  is  to  cure  the  weak  stomach  : and  to 
do  that  give  a teaspoouful  of  the  ague  cure 
once  a day  for  :5  or  4 days.

Bemomber  it  is 
a serious  duty  you  owe  to  yourself  as  a wife  :

Fever,  or  Infla,mmation  of  the  liungs.  This 
wonderful  word  ”Pneurnonia“  lias  served 
most  admirably  as  an  impenetrable  Log  in 
which,  every  poor  worthless  Ifoctor  could 
elfectaally  hide  his  ignorance  and  shield  his 
reputation,  ever  since  my  reniembranee. 

I think  T may  safely  say,  by  persuing  the 
course  here  laid  down,  you  need  no  more 
fear  this  complaint  than  the  ague,  dhieunio- 
nia  may  be  generally  known  by  the  follow- 
ing symptoms.  Cough,  Pain  in  the  breaso, 
fever,  tongue  red  on  the  edges  and  tip,  blood- 
y or  rusty  expectoration,  puls  big  and  sirong, 
difficulty  of  breathing  &c. 


TREATMENT.  Inflammation,  requires 
quite  different  treatment  from  Fevers,  be- 
cause they  are  quite  different  in  their  natures. 

A Fever  affects  the  whole  body  ; but  Infla- 
mmation generally  is  of  a local  character,  at- 
tacking some  internal  organ,  or  locating  in 
some  particular  place,  and  indicated  by  pain, 
swelling,  tenderness,  redness,  or  some  sympt- 
om which  will  direct  your  attention  to  the 
part  or  organ  affected.  Again,  Inflammation 


always  proiucas  a peculiar  change  in  the 
blood,  which  Fevers  do  not.  These  changes 
are  of  that  peculiar  character  that  it  ob- 
structs the  circulation  in  the  part  affected, 
which  soon  results  in  suppuration  or  inortifi- 
e ition.  The  nature  of  a Fever  admits  and 
even  requires  stimulating  treatment,  while 
the  excessive  heat  and  condition  of  Tnflam- 
med  pirts  n itucally  f uggosts  and  demands, 
applications  an  I treatment  of  a cooling  kind. 

Tnfl  iinmation  of  the  lungs  usually  origin- 
ate.stVo;n  taking  a severe  cold  : and  to  cure

use  th  ) Sweat  Lamp  as  described  on  another 
page,  and  drink  freely  of  hot  herd  tea  &c. 

A course  of  this  kind  will  commonly  pre- 
vent the  Lungs  from  becoming  inflammed. 

If  you  find  yourself  attacked  with  this  com 
plaint,  use  the  sweating  lamo  and  follow  it 
with  a.  thi’ough  physic  No  2 No.  80  and  No.

dy is  still  better  : for  the  cramps,  bath  in 
strong  mustard  and  pepper  water  hot  &.G. 

Pursue  this  course  energetically  until  re- 
action is  restored.  The  intolerable  thirst  for 
cold  water  must  not  1)0  gratified:  give  hot 
teas  only  until  out  of  dangei". 
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This  disease  is  to  common  to  need,  any  de- 
scription. It  is  can  sed  by  too  much  blood 
accumulating  in  the  large  vain  that  sur- 
rounds the  b le’c  passage,  and  when  this  vein 
bursts  in  places  it  makes  pile  tumors; 


TRhlAT.MEXT.  For  Piles  of  any  kind, 
apply  No  18  night  and  morning,  and  keep 
the  bowels  regular  with  No  1 pills  at  bed 
time.

There  are  many  things  good  besides 
salt  and  water  : as  a tea  of  Cubebs,  Carbol- 
ic Acid  8 to  5 drops  to  a gill  of  water,  also 
Tannic  acid  5 grains  to  gill  of  water  &c.

if  from  fever,  go  to  your  Family  Doctor  Dis- 
pensary, and  select  proper  remedies  to  cure 
that,  and  so  on  through  the  list. 


All  acute  cases  of  inflamed  eyes  may  be  sue 
cessfully  treated  b}'  taking  equal  parts  of 
2,  20,  & 30  a tcaspooiiful  of  each,  once  in  2 


hours  until  it  operates  thoroughly,  and  keep 
the  bowels  quite  loose  every  day  witlf^thc 
same,  and  apply  every  hour  33,  also  keep  a 
poultice  of  alum  curd  to  the  inflamed  eye  or 
eyes  until  the  inflammation  is  all  out,  tlien 
apply  4 until  well.

constant  sleepy  lathargic  sensation,  a loss  of 
appetite,  or  an  excessive  one,  loss  of  energy 
and  ambition,  making  existance  present  but 
few  faded  charms;  but  many  other  complaints 
very  serious  in  their  nature. 


TRE  ATMENT.  The  drowsey,  lathargic. 
stupid  fooling,  and  alternating  diarrhoea, 
and  constipation  which  attends  this  com- 
plaint, is  easily  removed  by  taking  3,  of  25 
pills  at  bedtime,  and  the  tonic  bitters  be- 
fore each  meal.

Af- 
ter shaving  the  painful  spat  very  tala,  take 
a painted  stick,  dip  it  into  2S,  press  and  ro- 
tate it  directly  where  the  pain  is,  until  ynu 
have  worked  down  to  the  nvitter  : the  i ap- 
ply a poultice  of  bread  & m'lk  : before  ap- 
plying the  poultice,  drop  a few  drops  of  10 
on  to  the  sore,  and  when  the  felon  is  killo  I 
cure  the  sore  with  the  salve. 

This  comes  between  the  fingers  in  the 
form  of  little  blisters,  which  being  rubed, 
break  and  form  a sore.  A little  worm  is  the 
cause  of  the  whole  mischief.  To  kill  this  lit- 
tle insect,  is  to  cure  the  Itch  : and  to  do 
that,  rub  the  aflfected  places  with  44  three 
nights  in  succession,  and  then  wash  thor- 
oughly with  castile  or  any  strong  soap  suds. 

Repeat  if  necessary.

They  are  good  in  consti- 
pation, biliousness,  jaundice,  liver  com- 
plaint, agues,  &c.  &c. 

No.  2.  A.  B.  Physic.  Dose  a teaspoonful 
once  in  2 hours,  mixed  in  a little  sweetened 
water.  Thi.s  is  a pleasant  physic,  thorough 
but  harmless.  Combined  with  twice  its 
own  quantity  of  salts  and  cream  of  tarter, 
it  is  the  best  physic  known,  in  inflammatory 
diseases,  erysipelas,  and  dropsical  complaints 
generally.  Children  love  it. 

No.  3.  High  Fever  Powder,  To  onmner- 
ate  all,  that  this  powder  will  accomplish, 
would  seem  almost  incredible.  It  has  no  su- 
perior as  a fever  powder,  in  all  kinds  of  fe- 
vers, causing  the  patient  to  .‘weat  profusely 
in  a short  time  It  acts  quick  and  prompt  as 
an  emetic,  also  in  fits,  croup,  spasms,  asth- 
ma, hysterics,  and  cough.  In  scanty  painful 
moathlys  it  gives  sure  relief,  as  well  as  in 
sick  headache  &c.  For  fever,  give  dose  ,«am 
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pie  ti^e,  and  in  an  lioiir  20  di-nps  of  20, 
the  next  hour  a powder,  and  so  on  alter- 
nately until  the  fever  subsides.  For  Croup, 
Fits,  Cramps,  Spasms  &c.  put  a teaspnonfiil 
of  the  powder  into  2 tables])oonsful  of  warm 
water,  and  give  a teaspoonful  every  b min- 
utes until  relievd  : and  f ir  an  e:iie(ic  give 
it  every  10  minutes  with  a plenty  of  warm 
water.  For  Cough,  put  a toaspoonful  of 
the  powder  into  2 ozs.  of  sweetened  watm' 
and  take  often  as  the  stoimufa  will  hear.

No,  5.  Neutralizing  Cordial.  This  simjale 
preperation  is  beyond  estimation  in  value  in 
every  family.  For  Sour  Stomach.  Nausea, 
and  Vomiting,  give  a tablespoonful  every 
I or  ^ hour : for  Costiveness.  3 times  a day, 
for  Diarrhea,  once  in  2 hours  until  it  ope- 
rates. For  Ague,  and  malarial  fevers,  to  an 
oz.  vial  full  of  it.  add  a teaspoonful  of  Qui- 
nine, shake  well  and  take  a teaspoonful  once 
an  hour.  Q linine  prepared  in  this  way,  is 
far  the  best  for  children  and  weakly  persons. 

No.  G.  Dysentery  Pills.  In  all  ordinary 
ca3es  of  Dyso.atery,  or  Diarrhea,  one  of  those 
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Pills  after  each  passage,  will  give  prompt 
relief.  In  Painful  Periods,  1 or  2 every 
hour,  gives  ease,  and  increase?  the  flow. 

No.  7.  Hair  Oil.  This  is  a tonic  prepera” 
tion,  invigorating  the  scalp,  as  Mell  as  r,en“ 
dering  the  hair  soft  and  beautiful. 

No.  8.  Castor  Oil.  Hose  a tablespoonful 
once  in  2 hours  until  it  physics. 

No.  9.  Turpentine.  This  is  good  for  many 
coniplaints,  but  should  be  given  with  cau- 
tion. as  it  enters  the  circulation  very  rap- 
idly. and  is  very  weakening.  It  is  very  val- 
uable applied  externally,  alone  or  combined 
with  other  things.  Equal  parts  of  Turpen- 
tine and  Camphor  .spt.  mixed  and  applied  on 
a cloth  to  any  local  pain,  gives  often  times 
immediate  relief. 

No.  10.  ].,audannm.  This  is  a powerful  nar- 
cotic, or  sleepy  Poison.  It  should  le  used 
always  with  caution.  To  a child  1 year  or 
under,  drop  1 drop  into  2 teaspoonsful  of 
water  and  give  a ^ teaspoonful  at  a dose  ev- 
ery i hour  or  hour,  as  the  case  requires. 

A dose  for  an  adult,  is  from  10  to  40  drops 
according  to  the  case.  You  should  never  give 
lapdanum,  nor  opium  in  a case  of  bilious 
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colic,  or  tu  ease  a’ly  pain  of  t’le  bowels,  if 
they  are  ill  a constipate;!  con  lition.  Laud- 
anum, opium,  paragoric,  or  morphine,  are 
very  binding  : their  nature  is  to  lestr  >v  all 
functional  action,  conseoi neatly  should  be 
given  onlv  when  the  different  organs  are  in 
an  over  active  condition,  as  dysentery,  di- 
arrhx'a,  &c. 

No.  IT.  Paragoric.  This  is  a mild  pr pri- 
vation of  opium,  good  in  manv  eases  as  in  any 
unatural  relaxed  conditon  of  the  bowels  &c. 

As  an  anodyne  to  produce  rest  and  quiet 
in  infants  and  children,  to  quiet  a tickling 
desire  to  cough,  to  allay  n 'rvons  irritability 
and  induce  sleep  &e.  it  stands  at  the  head 
of  the  list.  Dose  for  an  infant  1 to  5 drops, 
for  an  adult,  to  a teaspoonful  once  in  an 
hour,  until  relieved. 

No.  12.  Ague  Cure.  As  its  name  indicates 
it  stands  a supreme  potentate  over  all  ma- 
larial and  periodical  diseases  : also  weak  de- 
bilitated stomachs,  worms  in  children,  neu- 
ralgia, jaundice,  liver  complaint,  loss  of  ap- 
petite, rheumatism,  sun  pain  or  brow  ague, 
&c.  &o.  In  agues,  remittent  or  intermittent 
fevers,  give  a tablespoonful  every  hour  for 
4 hours  before  the  return,  the  same  in  nea- 
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ralgia, : in  other  eases  give  it  2 or  3 times  a 
da}’.  Always  keep  this  on  hand. 

X 1.  13.  Diaphoretic  Powder.  This  means 
.‘•we.iiiiig  powder.  This  is  sometimes  called 
P fiDhorated  Dover  Powder,  being  similar 
in  its  composition,  and  effects.  This  is  an  ex- 
cellent fever  powder  given  once  in  2 hours 
with  warm  herb  tea  : a powder  at  bedtime 
induces  sleep  : a powder  once  an  hour  in  hop 
tea,  will  quiet  after-pains,  and  check  excess 
ive  fl  1 1 1107,  in  fine,  in  all  cases  where  an 
easing,  soothing,  quieting,  anodyne  is  re- 
<(uired,  this  will  fully  meet  your  expecta- 
tions. Dose  from  a ito  a tea.spoonful,  and 
children,  according  to  their  age. 

Xo.  14.  Peppermint  Essence  Excellent  in 
w'nd  colic,  sick:ie.ss  of  the  stomach,  &c. 

Xo.  15.  Cough  Balsam.  This  compound 
truly  merits  its  enviable  reputation.  Fora 
Cough,  Pain  in  the  Breast,  Asthma,  Croup. 
Fits,  and  Spasms,  give  a tc:ispoonful  as  of- 
ten as  the  case  demands  .:  for  fever,  once  an 
hour  until  the  patients  soveats  freely,  for  an 
emetic,  once  in  lO  minutes  with  plenty  of 
warm  water.  In  medical  terms,  this  Balsam 
is  Expectorant,  Autispasmodic,  Emmena-

gogue,  Emetic,  Sudoriffio,  Antifebrifuge, 
and  Deobstruent.  Study  the  meaning  of 
these  words,  it  will  tell  you  when,  and  in 
what  cases  to  this  valuable  medicine. 

No.  16.  Composition.  This  is  one  of  Old 
])r.  Sam.  Thompson’s  favorite  remedies. 

It  is  very  simple  and  harmlesa  in  its  nature 
but  celc  ilated  to  do  much  good  in  cases  of 
bad  colds,  rheumatism,  the  cold  stage  of 
agues,  &c.  Take  a beeping  teaspoonful  cf 
the  powder  and  make  a 4 pint  of  tea,  sweet 
en  and  add  a little  cream,  and  drink  freely, 

No.  17  Alcohol.  This  is  used  in  the  sweat 
ing  Lamp,  as  directed  on  page  *21  : good  al- 
so, used  in  form  of  hot  sling  in  case  of  sud- 
den prostration,  to  stimulate. 

No.  18.  Pile  Ointment.  Apply  it  to  the 
pile  tumors  night  and  morning,  and  insert  it 
up  the  passage.  - 

No.  19.  Camphor  Ice.  This  is  a very  pop- 
ular remedy  for  chaped  hands,  and  lips,  sun 
burn,  and  abrasions  of  the  skin. 

No.  20.  Court  Plaster.  For  cuts,  take  nar- 
row strips  of  this,  2 inches  long,  and  after 
geting  the  wound  as  dry  as  may  be,  wet  one 
end  of  a strip  and  stick  it  to  one  side  of  the 


tut  by  rubing  it  with  yoiir  finger  until  dry, 
then  carefully  draw  it  up,  and  press  the  up 
per  side  down  until  the  edges  meet,  then 
stick  the  other  end  of  the  strip  in  the  same 
way  : put  on  sufiicient  in  the  same  way. 

For  small  burns,  cuts,  and  breaks  of  the 
skin  use  the  court  plaster. 

No.  2i.  Fever  Drops.  As  the  name  indi- 
cates, these  drops  a ^ teaspoonful  once  in  an 
hour,  for  any  kind  of  fever,  are  the  best  of 
any  I have  ever  found.  They  lessen  the  cir- 
/culation,  promote  perspiration,  increase  the 
a:ction  of  the  kidneys,  allay  nervous  irrita- 
bility, and  induce  quiet  and  rest. 

No.  22.  Cholera  Mixture.  This  is  a power 
ful  diffusive  stimulant,  and  well  adapted  to 
all  cases  of  the  cholera  kind.  Cholera  Mor- 
bus, Colliquative  Diarrhcca,  or  any  morbid- 
ly relaxed  condition  pf  the  bowels,  attend- 
ed with  a sudden  loss  of  heat  and  vitality. 

Dose  a ^ teaspoonful  every  J hour  on  su- 
gar or  in  a plenty  of  hot  Composition  tea. 

No.  23.  Catarrh  Remedy.  This  may  be  re- 
lied on  as  a radical  cure  for  this  distressing 
and  prevalent  disease,  in  any  stage.  Pour  a 
pinch  of  this  snuff  into  the  palm  of  the  hand 


and  snuff  it  up  bo»th  nostrils  night  and  mor- 
ning,  and  snuff  salt  water  a ^ hour  after  : 
draw  the  salt  water  all  through  the  nasel 
passages  into  the  mouth.  For  cold  in  the 
head,  it  gives  itumediate  relief : also  relieves 
neuralgia,  toothache,  earache  &c. 

No.  24.  Nerve  & Bone  Liniment.  To  ap- 
preciate this,  is  to  use  it.  For  Sprains,  G.alls 
Bruises,  Rheumatism,  Neuralgia,  Saddle- 
or  Collar  Galls,  Sweney,  or  in  any  case,  on 
man  or  beast,  where  a Liniment  is  called  for 
this  will  give  entire  satisfaction. 

No.  25.  Liver  Pills.  To  correct  constipation 
or  for  liver  complaini;  jaundice,  enlargraent 
of  the  spleen,  piles,  and  irregularity  of  the 
bowels,  give  1 to  3 at  bedtime,  Mercury  in 
any  form  does  not  enter  in  to  any  compound 
contained  in  the  Family  Doctor. 

No.  26.  Epsom  Salts.  This  is  a harmless, 
cooling  physic,'  good-  in  most  inflammatory 
complaints.  Dose  a tablespoonful,  once  in 
2 hours,  disOlved  in  water:  add  a little  pep 
permint  essence. 

No.  27.  Diphtheria  Cure.  For  all  kinds  of 
Sore  Throat,  Quinsy,  Putrid  sore  throat,  or 
common  sore  throat,  taken  2 or  3 times  a 


day,  or  erery'l  hour  as  the  urgency  of  the 
case  requires,  this  will  be  found  a sovereign 
remedy.  It  contains  nothing  that  would 
harm  the  most  delicate  child. 

No.  28.  Carbolic  Acid.  To  enumerate  all 
that  can  be  accomplished  with  this,  would 
fill  several  pages.  Allways  use  it  with  cau- 
tion, and  to  stop  its  effects,  use  water^  This 
may  be  applied  in  its  pure  state  with  the 
camels  hair  brush,  to  Canker  sores  in  the 
mouth,  or  on  the  tonsils,  or  in  the  throat, 
to  proud  flesh  in  sores,  felons,  boils,  corns, 
warts,  ringworms,  &c.  barely  touch  them 
until  they  turn  white.  A good  gargle  for 
sore  throat  or  mouth  is  made  by  mixing  20 
drops  in  a gill  of  water,  and  made  stronger 
if  necessary.  Properly  diluted,  and  applied 
to  old  sores,  removes  the  fetor  and  promotes 
healthy  action.  40  drops  to  a pint  of  water, 
and  used  as  an  injection  in  Leucorrhea, 
where  the  discharge  is  green  or  yellow,  in- 
dicating ulceration  of  the  vagina  or  womb, 
it  stands  preeminant.  A teaspponful  to  a 
pint  of  water,  kills  lice  on  poultry  or  swine. 

In  medical  parlance,  it  is  Detergent,  An- 
tiseptic, Disinfectant,  and  parasiticidal. 

Good  also  in  Itch,  mixed  in  sweet  oil. 
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No.  29.  Tincture  of  Iron.  This  is  a Ton- 
ic. Good  in  Erysipelas,  ( see  page  7,  ) also 
in  loss  of  appetite,  10  drops  8 times  a day, 
in  water  : in  cankered  sore  mouth  and  throat 
touch  the  sore  places  with  the  brush,  the 
same  as  carbolic  acid  : in  painful  monthlies 
take  12  to  15  drops  3 times  a day  : in  poor 
blood,  12  drops  3 times  a day  &c. 

No.  30.  Cream  of  tartar.  Mixed  with  Eps. 
Salts,  makes  a cooling  physic  : used  as  a 
drink  in  fevers,  a teaspoonful  to  a tumbler-  ‘ 
ful  of  cold  water,  is  codling  and  beneficial. 

Cream  of  tartar  ^ lb.  Garb.  Soda  ^ lb.  mix 
makes  the  famous  Baking  Powder.
